REFORM 
NEEDED 


The qvtc-Mion of taxation is a vast and momentous one for Ma^ss- 


. chusetls and it seems to be .-idmillfd on all sides that immediate reform 


is imperative. 
On biicli a riuostion, one. cannot expw-l general upi-pc-menl 


on (lie lorins of a reforming law or the need of 11 possible constitutional 
nmendmont, l)i\l the state is nronseii to the evils of existing systems iis 
never before. 
Kvcn though Governor \Valsli mny not lie. successful in lii^ 


- present efforts for reform, lie lias done a great service in emphasizing sonic 


phases of what many call "the. taxation crisis." 


- 
Speaking before the 'Massachusetts Real Estate Exchange some weeks 


ngo, Tax Commissioner Trefry said that the present Massachusetts system 
tends to "general demoralization." 
He explained that it is the cause of 


disproportionate taxes on the income of property, of driving large amounts 


" of property into concealment, of promoting the colonization of owners 
- of much property in n few favored towns, of eausinff capital to migrate 


Irom the state, of placing burdens on real estate and of many oilier 
evils. Every one of these stnteincnts is supported by facts by those who
